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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  1965 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Beverley  Rural  District  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  the 
Public  Health  for  1965. 


Vital  Statistics 

The  main  causes  of  death  were  coronary  disease  and  angina,  and  other 
heart  diseases  which  accounted  for  approximately  40%  of  the  total 
deaths,  followed  by  various  forms  of  cancer  and  vascular  lesions  of 
the  nervous  system.  The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  District  was 
9.27  per  1,000  residents  compared  with  a death  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole  of  1 1.5  per  1,000  residents. 

Infectious  Disease 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  Infectious  diseases  in  the  district 
during  the  year. 

The  biennial  increase  in  measles  accounted  for  the  great  majority 
of  the  infectious  diseases  notified  namely  689  cases  out  of  a total  of 
730. 

A vaccine  against  measles  is  now  available,  but  It  is  not  yet  re- 
commended that  this  vaccine  should  be  generally  used  as  a routine 
for  all  children.  Parents  wishing  to  have  their  children  vaccinated 
against  measles  can  obtain  this  vaccine  through  their  family  Doctor 
on  request. 

One  case  worthy  of  note  concerned  a child  aged  two  who  became 
infected  by  salmonella  typhi-murium.  This  child  contracted  the 
infection  from  contact  with  infected  calves  on  the  farm  where  he 
lived.  While  the  mother  was  assisting  in  the  ear  tagging  of  calves  the 
child  was  allowed  to  play  among  them,  and  as  a result  developed 
symptoms  of  acute  gastro  intestinal  infection.  Similar  types  of 
organisms  were  isolated  from  both  the  child  and  the  calves. 

There  were  no  cases  of  confirmed  poliomyelitis  but  one  or  two 
children  were  admitted  to  hospital  with  symptoms  resembling  this 
condition.  On  investigation  these  cases  proved  to  be  caused  by  a 
different  type  of  virus  infection  although  the  symptoms  in  the  early 
stages  of  the  condition  were  similar  to  poliomyelitis. 
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Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified;  these  occurred  in  the 
one  family  in  which  the  mother  and  two  daughters  were  affected,  the 
outbreak  was  caused  by  salmonella  anatum. 


Water  Supply 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  District  from  three  sources,  namely  The 
East  Yorkshire  Wold  Water  Board,  Hull  Corporation  and  the  Hotham 
Family  Trust.  Details  of  the  distribution  are  given  in  the  Report. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  there  was  some  scarcity  of  water  in  the 
Wolds  area  due  to  the  low  rainfall.  The  Water  Board  have  since  then 
completed  the  sinking  of  a new  bore  in  the  Etton  area  to  improve  the 
overall  water  supply. 

Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  of  water  from 
both  public  and  private  bores  have  been  carried  out,  and  details  of 
these  samples  are  given  in  the  Report. 

Sewage  and  Sewerage  Disposal 

The  final  arrangements  for  the  construction  of  a sewage  and  sewerage 
disposal  works  for  the  Lund,  Lockington  area  were  completed  but  the 
villages  of  Beswick  and  Kilnwick  have  been  excluded  from  this  scheme 
by  the  Ministry,  for  the  present.  The  villages  of  Leconfield,  Branting- 
ham,  Ellerker  and  part  of  Swanland  are  now  the  only  larger  centres 
of  population  in  the  district  which  do  not  have  a modern  type  of 
sewerage  disposal  system.  Schemes  for  these  have  been  included 
in  the  Council’s  future  programme. 

General  Health  Services 

Details  of  the  general  provisions  of  Health  Services  in  the  District, 
including  attendances  at  various  infant  Welfare  Centres  are  shown 
in  the  Report. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council 
and  all  Officials  of  the  Council,  especially  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  their  continued  co-operation  and  assistance  during 
the  year.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  that  the  population  of  the  Rural 
District  at  mid- 1 965  was  27,450,  an  increase  of  950  over  the  previous 
year. 

Births.  The  total  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  459,  which 
is  1 1 fewer  than  in  1964.  The  birth  rate  fell  by  1.17  to  16.22.  There 
were  13  illegitimate  births,  an  increase  of  4. 

Still  Births.  There  were  5 still  births,  a decrease  of  2,  and  the  still- 
birth rate  was  10.78  per  1000  total  births  compared  with  14.68  in 
1964. 

Deaths.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  seven  residents  died,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  9.27  per  1,000  residents  per  annum,  .57  higher  than  in 
1964. 

Infant  Mortality.  Five  children  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one 
year,  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  10.89  per  1,000  live  births. 
In  1964,  the  deaths  of  7 infants  gave  a rate  of  14.89. 

Tuberculosis  deaths.  Only  one  death,  that  of  a woman  of  75, 
resulted  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year.

TUBERCULOSIS 

Six  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year.  Three  were  men  aged  38,  63  and  69,  and  three  were  women 
aged  21,  26,  and  28  years. 

One  boy  aged  10  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities.  Specimens  for  pathological  examination 
are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Hull.  This  Laboratory  also 
carries  out  bacteriological  and  biological  examinations  of  milk,  water 
and  ice  cream. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  The  conveyance  of  all  cases  (including 
infectious  diseases)  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  as  the 
Local  Health  Authority. 

Clinics.  The  Chest  Clinic  is  held  each  Thursday  at  Westwood 
Hospital,  Beverley. 

Venereal  Disease.  A Clinic  is  held  daily  at  the  Clinic,  Mill  Street, 
Hull. 

Relaxation  Classes.  These  Classes  were  held  weekly  for  expectant 
mothers  in  the  Brough  area,  and  the  following  table  shows  that  they 
were  well  attended:

A total  of  72  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  analysis, 
of  which  8 proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Thirty-seven  samples  were  taken  from  mains  supplies,  24  being 
from  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water  Board  area  of  supply, 
5 from  the  Hull  Corporation  area  of  supply,  4 from  the  Dalton 
Holme  supply  and  4from  the  Welton  Village  supply.  All  these  samples 
gave  satisfactory  results. 

Thirty-five  samples  were  taken  from  25  private  supplies  and  of 
these  8 samples  taken  from  4 bores  proved  unsatisfactory  and 
appropriate  action  was  taken  in  each  case. 

There  was  a shortage  of  water  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  In 
certain  areas  supplied  by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area)  Water 
Board,  mainly  due  to  low  rainfall  In  the  latter  part  of  1964.  Apart 
from  this,  adequate  supplies  were  maintained. 

There  is  no  liability  to  plumbo-solvency  due  to  the  hardness  of  the 
water  supplied  in  the  district.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

Existing  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  were  given  regular 
attention. 

The  Bishop  Burton,  Cherry  Burton,  and  Etton  Sewerage  Scheme 
was  completed  early  in  the  year  and  by  September  all  houses  in  these 
villages  had  been  connected.  The  sewer  extension  to  serve  properties 
in  East  End  and  Beverley  Road,  Walkington,  together  with  house 
connections,  was  completed  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

At  the  request  of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 
the  Council  gave  further  consideration  to  the  use  of  alternative 
sites  for  the  proposed  disposal  works  at  Lockington  to  serve  the 
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villages  of  Lockington,  Lund,  Kilnwick  and  Beswick.  Towards  the  end 
of  the  year,  Ministry  approval  to  the  scheme,  with  the  exception  of 
the  sewering  of  Kilnwick  and  Beswick,  was  given,  the  disposal  works 
being  on  the  original  site,  and  tenders  were  invited. 

Schemes  for  the  sewering  of  Leconfield  and  Arram  and  certain 
parts  of  Swanland  were  being  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineer.

Sixty-one  visits  were  made  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
and  with  very  few  exceptions  conditions  were  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. Nine  inspections  were  made  of  mobile  shops  operating  in 
the  District. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS 

The  number  of  persons  retailing  milk  within  the  Rural  District  and 
Registered  as  Distributors  was  27.  Three  premises  were  registered  as 
Dairies. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

The  total  number  of  animals  killed  and  inspected  was  16,687  and  the 
results  of  inspections  are  set  out  in  the  accompanying  table.  The 
incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  bovines  was  further  reduced,  there  being 
no  cases  in  cattle  excluding  cows,  and  only  3 cases  in  cows.  The 
incidence  of  cysticercus  bovis  was  1.37%  the  average  figure  for  the 
past  ten  years  being  1.75%. 

Daily  slaughtering  took  place  at  the  wholesale  slaughterhouse  at 
Woodmansey,  and  once,  and  sometimes  twice  per  week  at  the  retail 
slaughterhouses  at  South  Cave,  Elloughton,  Leven  and  Lund. 

Licences  were  issued  to  34  slaughtermen  under  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act,  1958.

KNACKERS  YARDS 

Four  visits  were  made  to  the  two  Knackers  Yards,  both  of  which  are 
situated  in  the  parish  of  Woodmansey  and  conditions  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 


HOUSING 

Twelve  houses  were  subject  to  statutory  action,  5 Demolition  Orders 
and  6 Closing  Orders  being  made  and  one  Undertaking  to  Close 
accepted.  Three  houses  subject  to  Clearance  Orders,  13  subject  to 
Demolition  Orders,  8 subject  to  Closing  Orders  and  2 subject  to 
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Undertakings  to  Repair,  were  demolished.  Two  Demolition  Orders 
and  2 Closing  Orders  were  cancelled  and  5 Undertakings  to  Repair 
were  complied  with.  As  a result  of  informal  action,  52  houses  were 
made  to  comply  with  the  Housing  Act  standard. 

Forty-one  condemned  houses  were  vacated,  31  families  being 
rehoused  by  the  Council. 

The  routine  inspection  of  houses  in  Ellerker  parish  was  completed, 
and  the  appropriate  action  taken  in  each  case.  Houses  in  19  parishes 
have  now  been  inspected  and  as  there  Is  only  an  insignificant  number 
of  unfit  houses  in  the  remaining  parishes,  the  Council’s  1955  Slum 
Clearance  programme  is  virtually  complete.  Under  this  programme, 
605  houses  have  been  the  subject  of  statutory  action  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  only  43  families  required  rehousing. 

The  construction  of  the  Grouped  Dwelling  Scheme  for  Old  People 
at  Leven,  which  comprised  16  one  bedroomed  flats  and  bungalows, 
and  a Comm.on  Room  was  completed,  together  with  18  two  and  three 
bedroomed  houses  on  the  same  site. 

The  construction  of  a further  Grouped  Dwelling  Scheme,  com- 
prising 16  one  bedroomed  flats,  a Warden’s  Flat  and  a Common 
Room,  at  Welton  was  commenced,  together  with  the  construction 
of  8 one  bedroomed  flats  at  Swanland. 

Applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved  in  respect  of  34 
dwellings  and  for  Discretionary  Grants  in  respect  of  21  dwellings. 
The  Council  continued  to  give  guarantees  to  Building  Societies. 

Two  applications  were  received  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair  under 
the  Rent  Act,  1 957. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Of  the  74  premises  in  the  district  registered  under  the  Act,  the 
majority  are  small  retail  shops  such  as  village  stores,  and  other  food 
shops  and  small  offices.  The  average  number  of  employees  is  just  over 
3 per  premises. 

Inspections  carried  out  during  the  year  indicated  that  conditions 
were  generally  satisfactory.  Twenty-seven  informal  notices  were 
served,  the  majority  of  these  drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  the 
provision  of  first  aid  boxes  and  thermometers  and  the  display  of  an 
Abstract  of  the  Act.  In  3 food  shops  it  was  found  that  gravity  feed 
slicing  machines  were  in  use  and  none  of  these  was  provided  with  an 
interlocked  guard. 

No  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  number  of  houses  from  which  refuse  was  collected  increased  by 
364  during  the  year,  the  figure  at  the  end  of  the  year  being  8,298. 
Refuse  was  also  collected  from  some  200  business  premises,  charges 
being  made  in  appropriate  cases.  The  number  of  pail  closets  continued 
to  decrease. 

Delivery  of  a 35  cub.  yard  Packamatic  refuse  vehicle  was  taken  in 
August  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  this  vehicle,  together  with  four 
25  cub.  yard  and  one  18  cub.  yard  Fore  and  Aft  Tipping  vehicles  were 
in  full  time  use.  One  10  cub.  yard  side  loading  vehicle  was  maintained 
for  use  in  emergency. 

Disposal  cojntinued  at  the  controlled  tip  at  Old  Brickyards,  North 
Ferriby,  one  tTpman  and  a Bristol  25  Tractor  Dozer  and  scraper  being 
employed. 

Eighty-three  litter  vases  erected  in  appropriate  parts  of  the 
district  were  emptied  regularly. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Two  full  time  Rodent  Operators  were  employed,  and  2,371  visits 
were  made.  863  premises  were  inspected  and  infestations  found  to 
exist  at  480  premises,  of  which  the  Council  treated  468.  The  cost  of 
treatments  was  recovered  In  respect  of  all  properties  except  dwelling 
houses  under  £80  rateable  value. 

Properties  owned  by  the  Council  were  inspected  and  appropriate 
treatments  were  carried  out.  All  sewerage  systems  were  treated  with 
sodium  fluoracetamide.
